More and more people are investing a part of 
their savings in shares of industry. That Is all 
to the good as a principle. But everyone, whether 
he plans to put large sums or small in stocks, should 
follow one basic rule: Investigate before you invest. 

Sylvia Porter, the syndicated financial analyst, 
recently wrobe: "Among the worst of the financial 
abuses existing today are the fraudulent promotions 
of Canadian oil and uranium stocks. The idea of 
making a 'killing' in this type of stock has tremen- 
dous pull in this era. . . .Of course, there are lots of 
sound Canadian stocks ... But there are lots of 
crooks operating, too. Frequently, these form com- 
panies which have little more than a mailing address 
behind them. They print stock certificates, turn out 
lurid sales litcrature-^and then the rackets begin. 
An informed estimate is Americans have been de- 
frauded out of $3,500,000,000 by these swindlers just 
in the last decade— and the belief is the rackets are 
now flourishing more than ever." 

Other authorities have had their say about such 
swindlers. Former New York State Attorney General 
Golstein called thbm "plain crooks." The president 
of the New York Stock Exchange described them 
as "rat-hole salesmen." "Appaling" and "gruesome" 
were the adjectives applied by a spokesman for a 
leading American brokerage firm. 

The stock exchanges, the state corporation com- 
missioners, the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
the established brokerage houses — these and others 
worked hard to prelect investors from fraud and de- 
ception. But the real solution lies with the investor 
himself. Investigate before you invest,

Moke R. E. A. Self-Supporting 

Whether or not the establishment of the Rural 
Electrification Commission was necessary or desir- 
able is a debatable question. What does not seem 
•to be debatable is that its usefulness has pretty well 
ended. 

That is the gist of a Hoover Commission Task 
Force's view of REA. expressed in a report on the 
government lending .agencies. A Christian Science 
Monitor account of the recommendations says: "Since 
92 per cent of all farms are now electrified, the Rural 
Electrification Administration should be put on a 
self-supporting' basis and merged into private enter- 
prise. It is not self-supporting, having suffered a 
net loss of $5,480,000 in 1954 and it owed the treasury 
more than $2,000,000,000." 

The Task Force's report cited the REA as one 
or the agencies Which received hidden subsidies, say- 
ing: "Several of the lending agencies pay a lower rate 
of interest to the treasury' than the treasury must pay 
the public for long-torm loans." This, it continued, 
"amounts to a hidden Subsidy to the beneficiaries of 
that agency. Such beneficiaries 'are a fraction of the 



people and the burden must be borne by the jgen-v 
oral taxpayer. 

Actually, it la now time that we started getting 
the government out of the power, business entirely- 
starting with TVA, as Dean Clarence Manloh pro^ 
posed in a radio address which has received nation- 
wide attention and a great deal of endorsement. The 
government power projects and bureaus are all, In 
one way or another, tax-subsidized. They are all. tax 
caters. And they do nothing that regulated private 
enterprise cannot do as well or better — while paying 
(heavy taxes for the privilege.

Soil Stewardship Sunday 
There are many days of special observance. One 
of great significance is Soil Stewardship Sunday, 
which was observed this year on May 15, the fifth 
Sunday after Easter. It was sponsored by the Na- 
tional Association of Soil Conservation Districts as a 
day to remind all of us of man's duty to bo a good 
steward of the land. The Association, in furthering 
Soil Stewardship Sunday this year, has published an 
attractive booklet containing excerpts of sermons 
delivered in various parts of the nation on the theme 
of soil and the obligation to use it wisely. 

Property ownership is fundamental to individual 
freedom, yet in the. words of the Executive Director 
of the National Catholic Rural Life .Conference, 
"Land is a very special kind of property. Ownership 
of land does not give an absolute right to use or 
abuse, nor is it devoid of social responsibilities. It is 
in fact a stewardship. It implies such land tenure, 
and use as to enable the possessor to develop his per- 
sonality, maintain a decent standard of living for his 
family and fulfill social obligations. At the same 
time, the land steward has a duty to enrich the soil 
he tills and to hand it down to future generations . , ." 
No nation benefits more than the United States 
from wise and progressive use of land and natural 
resources. Once a year It is fitting that we should', 
observe . these blessings.

That hour of daylight shifted 
from morning to evening gives .

This Is a result, ' statisticians ex- 
plain, of the marked decline in 
mortality.

On Sunday, June 12 



EUREKA, ILL., May 24— Harold 
E. Stasscn, special presidential as- 
sistant for disarmament, will deliver 
an address at the Eureka College 
commencement and centennial cclo- 
brartlon on Sunday, Juno 12, Dr. 
Ira Langston, president of the col- 
lege, ihas announced- The 180-stu- 
dent liberal arts institution, which is 
supported by the Disciples of Christ 
(commonly known as the Christian 
Church) , Is celebrating its 1855 
founding 

In a landscaped open air theatre, 
terraced for the seating of more 
than 2000 persons with shrubbery 
screens surrounding .the stage, Mr. 
Stassen will also receive the honor- 
ary degree of Doctor of Laws. On 
the same stage only two days ago 
May (22) Dr. Langston was the cen- 
tral figure as he was inaugurated 
as the college's twentieth president. 

Second major speaker at the cen- 
tennial affair will be U, S. Senator 
Everett M. Dirkscn pf Illinois.

: The proposed 05 m. p. h. - 55 m. 
- p. h. highway speed limit bill now 
facing the Illinois legislature could 
reduce accidents while still protect- 
ing the rights of the driver, accord- 
ing to Charles M. Hayes, president of 
the Chicago Motor Club. 
r Hayes explained today that , the 
speed lawwhlch Is now in the House 
after winning the approval .of the 
State Senate, does not call for a 
fixed. speed limit. , ( 

"It 'provides for a prima facie 
speed limit of 65 miles an hour dur- 
ing the daytime and 55 miles an 
hour at night on rural highways out- 
side business and. residential dis- 
tricts," ' Hayes said. "The present 
law provides no speed limit outside 
municipalities other ' than speed 
which is 'reasonable. and proper.' 

The Motor Club president ex- 
plained 1 that under a "prima facie" 
speed limit a driver can be arrested 
for going tfaster than 65 miles an 
hour, or 55 miles an hour at night, 
be he has. an opportunity to defend 
his speed In court by showing that 
. it was not hazardous on the particu- 
lar road on which he was driving. 
Prima facie speed limits, are found 
in most states in the country. 
v Hayes said . the proposed law 

would increase Illinois" highway 
safety by requiring drivers to re- 
duce speed on unsafe roads, or in 
traffic congested areas.

WASHINGTON — A six-foot 
snake, one of the most venomous 
reptiles on earth, which gives 
birth to 30 to 60 offspring at a 
time — each a foot-long serpent at 
birth fully equipped with poison 
fangs'— this Is the fer-de-lance. 

Lurking in the thick Jungle of 
Barro Colorado Island, the Smith- 
sonlan Institution's biological sta- 
tion In the Canal Zone, the fer-de* 
lance Is by far the most dangerous 
animal on the six-mile ' square 
densely wooded island in the 
middle of Gatun Lake, The snake 
remains most of the time in dark 
Jungle depths penetrated only by 
occasional biologists, and none of 
the hundreds of visitors each year 
ever has been bitten. 

A visiting scientist, to whom the 
snake was not familiar, picked 
up a gravid female and carried it 
to the island's laboratory, accord- 
ing to James Zetek, resident man- 
ager of the station. The fer-de- 
lance did not bite the man 
although females about to bear 
young are supposed to be espe- 
cially nervous and vicious. She 
began to produce her new family 
"dally nervous and vicious. She 
! arrived, and for the first time the 
birth process was carefully ob- 
served by scientists. 

Monotonously, one by one, 60 
babies came into the world, each 
one-sixth as long as Its mother, 
although much thinner. Each had 
fully functioning poison fangs and 
sacs of venom. From the instant 
of birth, each could have killed a 
small mammal and would have 
been dangerous to man.
